Hiring the rapid advance of our Armies across France, 
radar played a relatively small role. The weather was good, 
the day to day movement of cur forces was fantastically fact 
and uncoordinated, and the radar sets in general lacked suffi- 
cient nobility and organic transport to kaop up with the very- 
front linos, the air fields at which the fighter-bombers were 
baaed were distant from the battle front, comnurications wore 
always poor and of ton lacking, Targets for the fighter bomber 
attack were out of range for fighter control sets even had they 
boen s.t the very front, because of the prevailing good weather 
and good visibility close support aircraft were almost always 
able to navi goto to their target or 'to the rendosvcua with the 
columns for which they were providing support; hones radar aid 
of navigation was not vital. Because of tho fluid nature of 
the war-, targots were very largely targets of opportunity, dis- 
covered by tho eye end boobed almost immediately. Missions 
thus wore not of a type which lend thomsolvos to detailed 
operational planring or to close control from ground stations 
because of tho difficulty of cccomlcation and because of -the 
ability of tho pilots to pick out their own targets with 
greater efficiency than could anybody on the ground. 

Tho prevailing notion over here is thrt our Arrtd.es 
stopped at tho border of Gormny not primarily booause of 
materially increasing resistance tut because of tho failure of 
our supply linos.

of our advance elements 50 * 100 miles from our front* This 
presented targets of opportunity but they were fleeting targets 
and plans for attacking than could not be laid hours in advance. 
They n’ero discovered almost entirely by tactical reconnaissance 
alrcrsift and by anasd recces As you know, Tac R aircraft are 
unarmed P-51's and P-38's equipped for visual reconnaissance and 
photography. Their defense is purely speed and numoeuvor- 
ftbiULity deriving from their light weight. Armed recce, on the 
other hand, is the tern applied to normal fighter-bomber air- 
ernft bombed up and loaded with ammunition, which are dispatched 
to cover a specified area and to attack what they find Immediate- 
ly calling in to Fighter Control Center by radio to report tar- 
gets which they have discovered that are beyond thair own power 
to cope with. In only a few isolated cases, euch as the 
Falaisie pocket and the motor vehicle concentration south of the 
Se:LnC|, was thoro a sufficiently stable situation to permit plan- 
ing of missions more than an hour or two in advance. In the 
Falaisie pocket the 584' s were moved up into position and they 
performed four night missions. Even here moveaont of the 
ground troops was so fast that on most of the occasions when 
the aircraft were vectored to a target and they dove to attack, 
thay were warned by fl&ros from tho ground that they were 
attacling txir own troops. 

This whole pbass of tho campaign is a tribute to tho 
vi:*ucJ. acuity and tho .individual initiation of tho fighter

As soon as a louder h.-.s 
identified his target or laac.a visual contact with the grc und 
party he is working with, tlay relinquish him and lock or. the 
next most important unit. They monitor the VHF transmis. ions 
of the aircraft and whenever possible the air support stations. 
Thus they aru able to tell by plotting the track of the air- 
craft and by listening to his transmission whether or not he 
is in trouble finding his target. An soon as it becomes 
abundantly clear that he is lost or in difficulty, they break 
in and aslt if they can be of assistance. Usually their ser- 
vices are required only to guide the aircraft to the target 
area whore the pilots are able to locate' themselves cr their 
targets by breaks in the clouds. On clear days this service 
is seldom needed, but in the broken overcast that we have been 
having lately, it is frequently of vital importance. I 
watched two such assists and the boyo described sevejal core to 
me with tracings of the plots to illustrate just v7hat had 
happened. General Queuadu told me throo instances, the first 
two of which are lllusitjrati^ and the third amusing: 

A fighterpbonber grc-up was lost above 5 - 7/10 cloud. 
The air support party officer in an armored column gave them 
a target ;Ln coordinates near a town of obscure name; The 
fighter leader could not locate it on his map. The 584 was 
monitoring tha VHF anti toy hid. a time bad locked on to the air- 
craft. The 584. then cullecl to aak If they could help, and 
were anawwod "fed". The directed thorn to the target area, 
told them to circle. Thejr could not find the target visually 
nor could they see their armored column, but they e.skod for red 
smoke on the target. The task force artillery fired red 
smoke shells which were ianudiately picked up by the fightor- 
boabers who then were atole to distir^uieh gun emplacements in an 
enemy strong point and ’boabod them with good effect. 

The second story is, as General Quesada puts :Lt, a 
perfect eocanple of instrumentation. Two heavy batteries were 
shelling one of our armored eoluona. They were invisible to 
our ground units but their location was plotted by sound ranging. 
The •swather was bad so that when fighter support was requested, 
the MKT? navigated the fighter bomber squadron to the front area 
and turned over control to the 584. The 584 carried them to 
the liuodiaie vicinity of the target ancl informed the loader 
that lihs target was directly under h:ls loft wing 500 yards away.. 
Tha Tighter pilots could not detect any target. They vrere 
vectojred back and forth over these batteries for many sooepe 
tout tliay still could not pick out the batteries. Continually

opened up and the pilots saw the flash of the guns. They 
tie nt down iaondiately and bombed and strafed the point? from 
which these flashes came. % ground report the two lo tteries 
were knocked out and the a ray rolled on. The fighter leader, 
Colonel Icing, said later that the batteries wore so -.jell camou- 
flaged the t they would never hive been able to pick them out 
without tl e aid of the 584. A LI this done when tho visibility 
was very oor so that they could net even have remained in the 
area by visual pilotage. 

The third story is onB relatod by an air support 
pajrty officer who heard and aircraft calling for targets. Al- 
though the call sign of this aircraft was unfamiliar to him, 
hia unit was in need of help and he requested aid from the 
fighter, Tihen the affirmative ar.s er cams through, he gave 
the targ at coordinates and location with reference to a small 
town. The pilot could not find this town cn hia map and so 
asked f< r its location with reference tc a larger town. Still 

tbs pilot could not find it. The air support officer then 
said it was 40 miles south west of Cologne. After a few 
noaents of silence, the pilot replied "I can't help you, bud. 

I'm in Italy". You might tall this to Jay Stratton as an 
example of anomalous propagation. 

The 584' s have been used on many missions to control 
night Intruders who are vectored down roads or railroads on 
the chince of picking up a visual target.

How- 
ever, this is a controversial subject ai.J can only be an swore 3 
after ne have had many flight teats on GCA with average pilots 
in the coshat area. 1 am hoping that we can get one or two 
of the first GCA sets over hare shortly for tests of this 3ort. 

The 1EW and other radar plus normal homing facilities 
aro adequate for navigation from base to target area and back. 

Thu tests in the 9th SAC will provide an answer to the efficiency 
of the 5f'4r in bombing without visual reference on the ground. 

It has already proved its worth in leading the fighter-bomber 
to the target through broker; undercast. 

• I rather believe that if we can get enough blind 
landing equipment ever here, this overcast bombing technique 
can be utilised to great avail for close support this winter. 

I have recommended that all airplanes that fly at 
night ever hero be equipped with API -13 and SS Loran. 

Quesada has pictured to me a concept of aerial war 
tills winter which seen# to ne to havo very great possibilities. 

He firstly believes that if the effort were put into it, fighter- 
bowbwrs almost unaided could -jin the war in Germany this winter,, 
The 3th.
